CENSUS OF FOREST PRODUCTS. 

The census of the forest products of 
Canada, to be taken on Ist June, 1911, 
will embrace square, waney or flat 
timber, logs for lumber and miscellan- 
eous products 

In the first class are included ash, 
birch, elm, maple, oak, pine and all 
other timber cut as square, waney or 
flat, and in the enumeration will be re- 
ported for cubic feet and value. 

Logs for lumber, which are included 
in the second class, are in such woods 
as elm, ogg hemlock, oak, pine 
and spruce, They will be enumerated 
in the census by quantities of 1,000 feet 
board measure, with value in the same 
unit. 

Miscellaneous products of the forest 
include bark for tanning, fence posts, 
firewood, hoop and hop poles, masts 
and spars, piling, pot and pearl ashes, 
railroad ties, staves, stave-bolts and 
heading; telegraph poles (including 
telephone and other poles for electric 
wires), wood for puly, and the furs 
and skins of forest animals undressed, 
and they will be enumerated by num- 
ber or quantity and value. 

The census of forest prodncts will be 
taken chiefly from farmers and the 
lessees of timber limits,

‘Pathological assassination’’ is 
the term applied by a writer in The 
Lancet (London) to two recent cas- 
es which have occupied the atten- 
tion of the press of two continents 
—the Hyde crime in Kensaa City, 
and the numerous murders ‘‘to or- 
dcr’’ alleged to have been commit- 
ted in Russia by a physician of 
neble blood. : 

“It is a question if’a parallel 
ca’ be found among western na- 
tions or savages at large to the use 
of the larang, which means in Ma- 
lay language ‘the forbidden,’ and 
is used in Southern China and the 
Malay countries, such as Sarawak 
fur purposes of assassinatioa,’ 
says The Lancet. ‘‘Mr W. H. Bat- 
tie, in his regent oration on ‘In- 
ternal Injuries,’’ delivered before 
Medical Séciety of London, exhi- 
bited a larang belonging to Dr. 
White Hopkins, who has been re- 
sident for some time in Sarawak. 
Ia shape the instrument resembles 
an iron dagger, and it is probab- 
iy made out of

to which, with the aid of twine, an 
ornate curved crosspiece is fitted. 
The head of the nail is held so as 
to protrude from the loose sleeve 
of the malefactor who uses it. A 
stroke from this nail on the abdo- 
men of a victim frequently brings 
about the latter's death from rup- 
,tured spleen, the calculation of 
Chinese assassins being that some 
490 per cent. of those they attack 
are suffering from splenomegaly, 
due to malaria.’’ 

“The nearest approach to this 
j truly fiendish form of assassination 
discoverable in the annals of legal 
medicine is murder by infection. In 
a case now sub judice in Russia @ 
suspicious death is attributed to 
subcutaneous infection by cholera 
virus. Quite recently also a_medi- 
cua man, Dr. Clarke Hyde of Kan- 
sas City, was condemned to impris- 
onment for life for the murder of 
three victims, whom, with eight 
}others, he is supposed to have in- 
|fe.ted with the virus of typhoid fe- 
ver. This, we think, must be one 
of the first instances of a culture 
of a pathogenic germ being used for 
‘criminal purposes. It is a method 
capable of great extension and like- 
iy to trouble the medical legists of 
the future, though, fortunately, its 
}use will necessarily be restricted to 
persons with some knowledge of 
bacteriolezy.

If milk is not kept cold it is a 
dangerous food for babies, for ev- 
ery minute that it is much above 
the temparture of ice the germs 
of disease increase in it at an 
alarming vate. Very many babies 
aie of summer complaint merely 
because their milk has been allow- 
ed to stand for hours in a warm 
reom. 

Many are unable to buy enough 
ive in summer to preserve milk in 
ordinary refrigerators for twenty- 
four hours.

make at home at small cost an ex- 
cellent milk refrigerator that re- 
quires only a very little ice:

Lord Mayor of London Opens First 
Telewriter Exchange. 


The business office, which was 
once plain and matter-of-fact, with 
solid, unromantic ledgers and ink- 
pots, is fast becoming u chapter of 
the unseen world, an uncanny de- 
ertees, with mysterious forces at 
WCrk, ‘ 

The telewriter is the latest addi- 
tion to its wonders. It is no lon-. 
ger necessary to throw down’ the 
receiver in disgust when the man 
whom you ring up on the telephone 
is out or engaged. To-day you caa 
write him,a message, which is in- 
stantly reprodued in facsimile at his 
end of the wire. That is the un- 
canny mission of the telewriter. 

The telewriter is an attachment 
tc the ordinary telephone, Before 
yon on a desk is a slip of paper 
with a pencil, which is held, panto- 
graph fashion, in @ couple of slen- 
der steel] arms. As you write with 
tre pencil a similar pencil at the 
cther end of the wire reproduces 
the writing, and so the message is 
recorded for examination at lei- 
eure by the man for whom it is in- 
tended. : 

Rough sketches, figures and plans 
of any kind can also be sent—in- 
deed, any marks on the paper at 
the transmitting end are instantly 
reproduced at the other end in fac- 
simile, so that in business houses, 
for sending messages from one de- 
puitment to the other, the inven- 
tior should prove invaluable, 

At the head office of the Telewrit- 
er Company, Bucklersbury, Lon- 
den, I. C., recently, the Lord May- 
or initiated the service by sending 
a written message to the Postmas’ 
tcr General in the following terms:

The dairy cows and 
calves, as well as the horses, can 
ue well protected from flies by such 
preparations as are for sale at al- 
most all drug stores or are adver- 
tssed in the farm papers. This pre- 
paration is not expensive and is 
best applied with a sprayer, al- 
though a brush or rag will do if a 
sprayer is not available. For the 
work horse a light treatment every 
morning will afford better protec- 
tion from flies than a net or blan- 
ket—and is much cooler. 

According to another writer it is 
aliowable when a horse is hot to 
iet him have three or four swal- 
lows of cool water, but no more. 
The few swallows will help cool 
him, and another limited drink may 
be given every few minutes for four 
or five times, after which he may 
drink his fill without danger. In 
eareless or inexperienced hands, 
however, the only safe way is to let 
the horse stand for half an hour or 
more with no water, until he is fair- 
ly cooled off. 

Salt is necessary to horses, but 
it should not be given to them in 
large (uantities, and irregularly. 
An excess of salt at one time pro- 
duces congestion of the stomach 
and induces excessive thirst. The 
best plan is to keep rock salt in 
reach of the horses at all times, so 
that they can satisfy their appetite 
by an occasional lick. If you have 


not followed this practice, introduce | 


16 gradually by giving the animals 
a little salt with their regular ra- 
tion for a week.

‘tupherle Stocks.’’ The Stocks mar- 
ket was designed to aid the upkeep 
of Londoa Bridge, the bridge keep- 
cer having power to grant leases for 
market shops. The church was the 
spiritual resort of all ‘godly shop 
keepers.” 

In 1624 a graveyard was attached 
tu the church and it was upon this 
that the Bank of England encroach- 
ed, so that in 1781 the church was 
demolished. But no doubt to salve 
the consciences of the money mak- 
ers the parochial rights and digni- 
tics were still maintained. The 
garden with the fountain within 
the Bank of England marks the site 
of the burial ground. The last in- 
terment took place 100 years ago, 
being that of one ‘Jenkins, a bank 
clerk, 7 feet G inches high.”’ 

So the old Church of St. Chris- 
topher le Stocks went its way, but 
its parish remains, embracing the 
«pen space in front of the bank and 
the Mansion House. This parish 
has one inhabitant and he enjoys 
full rights of voting for Parliament 
and all municipal councils.

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The most important of these is 
Hevea brasiliensis, a tree attaining 
to a considerable height and be- 
longing to the natural order Eu- 
phorbiaceae, This is the source of 
Pera rubber, which has long held 
@ commanding position in British 
markets. 

Ranking next in importance is 
the well known Ficus elastica, which 
belongs to the natural order Urti- 
|caceae and produces the Assam rub- 
ber. Landolphias, woody climbers, 
belonging to the natural order 
Apocynaceae, yield the 
rubbers, and Sapium biglandulo- 
sum, belonging tu Euphorbiaceae, 
produces the Colombian rubber. 
Kickxia africana is the source of 
the Lagos rubber. 

Para rubber is obtained from sev- 
eral species of hevea, but for the 
most important of them is H. bra- 
siliensis. This species is widely dis- 
tributed in South America and with 
other members of the genus is 
strongly represented in the region 
drained by the mighty Amazon and 
its tr butaries. 

The town of Para, the centre of 
the rubber industry of the Amazon, 
is on the river Guana about a hun- 
cred miles from the sea, but the 
Para district extends over a large 
region to the south and the west. 
Throughout this and the forests of 
centra] and northern Brazil rubber 
trees are abundant. 

Rather more than thirty years ago 
the suitability of Hevea brasilien- 
is for cultivation in India was re- 
cognized and strenuous efforts were 
made to introduce the tree into 
Ceylon and other parts of our east- 
ern possessions in sufficient num- 
bers to carry out experiments on a 
large scale. 

The difficulties were considerable, 
but they were eventually surmount- 
ed and there are now large areas 
of rubber trees that are giving an 
ample return, Under favorable 
condiiio 8 the trees grow with 
,icat rapidity, and it is recorded 
the! rubber trees planted at the 
Henaitgoda Garden, Ceylon, have 
attained a height of fifty feet and 
a girth of two feet in six years. 

Fiseus elastica, the ‘‘india rub- 
ber plant’? of gardens and the 
source of Assam rubber, is of course 
well known. When growing in its 
native habitat and under cultiva- 
tion where it has sufficient space for 
its full development it presents 4 
very different appearance from the 
lurgest of the specimens that may 
‘bs met with under glass in this 
country.

There is no country in the world, 
says The Scientific American, where 
the loss of life due to trespassing 
on railroads approaches these fig- 
ures. The difference is due to the 
| Stringent Jaws in Europe against 
trespassing, to the careful policing 
of the tracks, and especially to the 
fact that violations of the law are 
invariably punished. 

The fatalities and injuries are 
most frequent where the railroads 
yass through manufacturing  dis- 
tricts in which the tracks are lined 
with Mactories. The railroad fre- 
quently offers the: shortest cut be- 
tween the factory and the home, 
und statistics show that men of tho 
lsboring class are annually killed 
by the hundred. Evidently the re- 
medy is to be found in the thorough 
co-operation of city and country 
authorities with the railroads in 
lthe rigid enforcement of the law 
against trespass. 

So long as the public realizes 
that warning placards, railroad 
watchmen and laws against tres- 
pass are subject to the caprice of 
local magistrates who look with in- 
nocent eye upon, offenders, trespas- 
sers will continue to walk on the 
track, and this horribly annual roll 
of déaths and injury will continue 
to increase.

Physician Affirms it is Unnecessary 
for Indoor Toilers. 


A noted London physician, Dr. 
Alexander Bryce, has started a 
world-wide discussion by asserting 
that office workers shoukl not take 
excreise after their day's work. 

“The root reason is that though 
head work ig not exercise in the 
sense that it develops the body, it 
most decidedly is exercise in that 
it, quickly induces ‘fag’ and physi- 
cal lassitude. So it is almost path- 
etic for a man to expect any good 
to come from taking more exercise 
when the exercise involved in the 
day's work has already tired him 
out. 7 

“One takes it that young people 
have sufficient outdoor exercise rea- 
sunably to develop their frames be- 
fore beginning office work. So when 
once they have. started in,the of- 
fice in earnest it is much. better for 
them to realize at once that their 
days of hard physical strain are 
over, and that henceforth they must 
confine these efforts to week ends 
and holidays. 

“The body and system easily at- 
tune themselves to circumstances, 
even to over civilized and conse- 
quently rather unnatural circum- 
siances, and indoor head workers 
wili soon find that a good state of 
health can ‘be maintained with lit- 
tle or no apparent exercise.’
